Sixty-seventh Congress Opens Its 
Gpecial Session of Two 
Weeks 


WASHINGTON, Nov 20.—Tie sixty- 
@eventh congreas formally opened its 
doors today for third sesion but it did 
little more than actually get on the 
Job, Its life as a special session will 
be only two weeks but in that time it 
ia the hope of President Harding that 
substantial progress will be made on 
the administration's merchant marine 
legislation and considerbale advance 
work done on the armful of annual 
eupply bills which must be handled in 
the regular seasion beginning Decem- 
ber 4. The president has arranged to 
address a joint session tomorrow on 
the shipping bill. His message is ex- 
pected to be delivered at 1:30 o'clock. 

No Sale of Liquor 

Republican members of the merch- 
ant marine committee agreed today on 
an amendment to the ship subsidy bill, 
designed to offset losses to United 
States pamenger ships engaged in for- 
eign service by reason of the prohibi- 
tion against the sale of liquor. The 
amendment provides that such ships 
shall be paid directsy by the govern- 
ment for carrying mail, instead of 
turning the amount due in to a revolv- 
ing fund out of which all companies 
are to receive compensation. 

Representative Bankhead, Alabama, 
Democratic member of the committee 
announced that he would offer an 
amendment providing that no part of 
the federal subsidy should be paid to 
any ship on which liquor was @old re- 
gardieas of any future court ruling on 
the right to eell on the high seas. 

Effects Coast Traffic 

Republicans of the committee also 
agreed on an amendment which would 
give the ghipping board the eame 
authority over coastwise ahip lines, 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion exercises over railways.

POST EARLY FOR 
XMAS DELIVER 
MAL OVERSEAS 


Should be Done Not Later Than 
The Next Two Weeks To 


Ensure Promptitude. ¢ 


Mail intended for delivery in Euro- 
pean countries before Christmas 
should be malicd at an early a date as 
Feennie, state the post office authori- 

es. 

It should be done preferably within 
the next two weeks, and at the very 
latest in time to connect with the 
steamer “Melita” sailing from &t, John 
on December 9th. 

The British post office hase again 
written stating that trouble and delay 
is still being experienced in clearing 
parcels through the British customs in 
consequence of vague or inaccurate 
customs declarations, and has furnish- 
ed the follow!ng llat of the clagses of 
goods concerning which it is important 
that the descriptions and individual 
weight should be accurately stated on 
the customs declarations or on the 
wrappers of the parcela; 

Sugar, chocolate, condensed milk, 
sweets and confectionery, cocca pow- 
der, milk powder, canned fruits. In the 
caae of dried fruits, the precise kind of 
frult must be atated, e.g. figs, raisins, 
currants, etc. Cryatal'sed and imita- 
tion fruits and flowers, dried fruits, 
tea, coffee, preserved ginger, jams, 
Jellies and marmalades. 

The British post office states that 
the contents should not be described 
in general terms, such as “groceries,” 
“presents” “candy,” etc. When there 
is not sufficient room on the customs 
declaration form the necessary details 
may be shown by the sender on the 
cover of the parcel,

He protests that— 
however large the aggregate yield 
may be—the low average yield per 
acre, coupled with reduced prices 
for both grain and stock, have cut 
his profits in many cases to the 
vanishing point. Paradoxical as it 
may seem in a year when the West 
has taken off perhaps the largest 
crop in its history, the farmer who 
has done more than break even on 
the season's operations counts him- 
self fortunate. Had the same crop 
been produced on half the area the 
farmers would be in far better cir- 
cumstances. Perhaps they would 
be as well off if half the crop had 
been grown on half the area. When 
the difference between production 
cost and selling price has to be 
indicated in decimals, and may he 
either a negative or a minus quan- 
tity in any given case, the figures 
which show the aggregate produc- 
tion for the province or for the 
pen geneinees oe not mean much 
aan e degree of prosperity pre- 
\ vailing among the grain growers.
